who announced completion of 
sewers in District 2 this week 
and said Rlvlerans may connect 
with the line whenever they 
choose.

However, action for several 
residents on the north side of 
El Retiro Park will be delayed 
until a minor job can be com­ 
pleted within the park. At a 
meeting this week of the Tor­ 
rance City Council, Patrick rec­ 
ommended a 45-day extension 
requested by the contractor to 
finish the work.

According to Patrick, a few 
residents with cesspool emer­ 
gencies were permitted to join 
the sewer connection last. week.

The next step is up to home- 
owners, the Assistant City Eng­ 
ineer said. Residents are not re­ 
quired to hook up at this time 
unless they are having trouble 
with a cesspool, in which case 
they will be permitted to do" no 
further work on it.

To connect to the sewer line, 
Patrick announced, residents 
must obtain « sewer permit 
from the Torrance Building de­ 
partment and have a licensed 
contractor do the work.

The best way to fix charges 
for sewer installation has not 
yet hern determined, Patrick 
said.

The amount may be paid for 
twice a year under a 10-year 
bond the city of .Torrance holds 
with a bonding company, but it 
lias not yet been determined if 
the amount will vary from lot 
to lot or be uniform, Patrick 
said.

The cost of the sewers to In­ 
dividual home owners in Dis­ 
trict. 2 is expected to be higher 
than that of the sewers com­ 
pleted some time ago in Dis­ 
trict 1, which averaged $350 for 
single lots. Prices have risen 
since that time, sewers In Dis­ 
trict; 2 had to be dug deeper, 
and a number of double lines 
had to be laid because of ter­ 
rain, he said.

Plans are now being drawn 
up for sewers in District 3.
